Business, 
Better Living, ' invented by them, had become 
the slogan of agricultural organisation the 
world over. [the advantages, of co-operative 
creameries led to their establishment in all 
the milk-producing districts in Ireland to- 
day. The co-operative creamery was able to 
pay the farmer a better price for his milk, 
and its presence prevented the proprietary 
creamery from making undue profits out/ of 
the producer’s skill and labour,

T was no easy task to write the life- 
story of the late Bishop of ‘Zanzibar. 
Canon Maynard Smith, his life-long 
friend, has attempted it, and the result 
is a book which we believe forms one of 
the most interesting biegraphies of the 
time. He does not give us a one-sided 
picture of his subject—if he dwells.on the 
virtues of his character he does not leave 
us under the impression that there were 
not faults as well. 

What a wonderful combination of traits 
is presented to us! In Weston were found 
the vigour and impetuousness of a St. Peter, 
the intellectual mysticism-of a St. John, 
the courage and administrative ability of 
a St. aul. A prowounced '' Anglo- 
Catholic,” he loved warmth in religion 
and valued highly the ceremonial side of 
worship. -He was a bishop who believed 
in his office and magnified it, and who 
demanded outward and visible respect. for 
it; yet be had the simplicity of a little 
child. On several oecasions his dissatis- 
faction with things as he found them was 
vented by means of open letters, now rash 
and injudicious, as that to his diocesan 
concerning the conduct of the mission 
which did not come up to the standard 
which he had expected on joining the 
mission at Zanzibar; now :ndignant and 
intolerant, -as that dealing with the 
Kikuyu controversy ; now fired with a zeal 
for fair dealing for the natives, as that 
addressed to General Smuts in connection 
with plans for dealing with the German 
Colonies. 

The bishop was throughout his life a 
man of prayer. He was always on his 
knees. He often prayed when he should 
have been sleeping—  A native priest who 
once accompanied him on his journeys 
says that when he, like the rest of the 
camp, went to sleep by the fire, the bishop 
began to pray; when he woke about 3 a.m. 
the bishop was still praying. In the day- 
time he was so busy, and yet at night he 
had such energy in prayer. The priest 
says: ‘Of all that he taught me and said 
to me, of all that I watched him do, this 
was the greatest wonder—to see how he 
prayed.’’’ Moréover, he believed that 
‘“ Africans have gifts of prayer, more 
than we sometimes allow for.’’ 

His love for his African converts knew 
no limits. He often wondered if he might 
not resign his See and live a simple life 
in an African fellowship. He always 
tried to keep before him the ideal of being 
a real Father in God to the Africans. Here 
is the testimony of one of them which will 
show us how far he may have succeeded 
in realising it: “Many loved him and 
rejoiced in him ; he talked with 
them and was a Father of Good Counsel to 
all who came to: him; open-handed—and 
his door was never shut. He despised no 
man. He carried every man as a father 
does his children. He was a great leader 
of the flock which God gave into his 
charge. He loved black people unto 
death. I think there was no 
European who.knew black people as he 
did, their character and customs, their 
bardships and their longings.’’ He was 
evidently a true migsionary apostle to the 
people of his diocese in that to the 
Africans he became as an African that 
he might win them to Christ. 

In England men’s opinions differed very 
considerably about him. Such epithets as 
‘‘ overbearing,’’ “ disturbing,’’ have been 
applied to him, whilst others would see in 
him the fearless champion of a Catholicity 
of which it has been said that the Anglican 
Communion claims it, but does not seem to 
believe in it. Yet in Africa—and he would 
call himself a bishop of the coming African 
Catholic Church—he is thought of as 
‘‘the holy man with the big heart.’’ 

There. are several excellent portraits 
interspersed through the book depicting 
him at different stages of his career.

ISS ELINOR MORDAUNT’S 

“Further Venture Book” is a 
delightful account of the writer’s wander- 
ings in her favourite playgrounds—small 
islands—and her tievellats tales are set 
forth in her own characteristic vein. She 
has a joyous faculty for noting the 
homely and occasionally absurd details 
which ‘give such finish and colour to a 
narrative vivid and alluring enough to 
ona many to follow in her foot- 
steps. Her difficulties and frequent hard- 
ships are by no means slurred over, rather 
the reverse, but-they are recounted in a 
manner to make those who follow the 
beaten track in travel rather ashamed of 
their dependence on couriers and the 
usual toyrist agencies’ watchful care. Such 
adventures as Miss Mordaunt describes 
are only for those who are truly 
adventurous; some of the misfortunes 
which she met and overcame in her light- 
hearted manner probably would have sent 
a more timorous traveller speeding on the 
return journey, convinced that discretion 
was the better part of valour. 

The Dutch East Indies, seemingly, are 
not for the conventional to roam through 
if they would retain their cut-and-dried 
ideas about human nature being much the 
same all over the world. The natives in 
some of the islands have notions of their 
own that do not square with the Western 
sense of proportion. Imagine an old man 
who offered himself for the local 
equivalent of the scafféld so as not to 
disappoint an important chief who 


arrived too late to see a hanging! Another. 


anecdote tells of a man who was asked to 
carry a very heavy person across a river. 
He could not find it in his heart to be so 
rude as to refuse the request and killed 
the importunate one as a way out of the 
difficulty. It was not done in anger; it 
was the local ideal in good manners; but 
the resident: Governor unfortunately did 
not see the matter from the same view- 
point. 

The little pictures which illustrate the 
book are executed in the same spirit in 
which it is written—sharp in outline, 
with but little detail, just a record ‘jotted 
down of something noteworthy and 
characteristic. There are sketches of 
dancing girls,  marvellously plump 
children, chiefs in festive dress—very little 
of it sometimes, but very festive—strange 
dwelling-houses and native implements. 
Some photographs are reproduced, but 
the writer’s own illustrations ‘give us 
more clearly the realisation of what she 
has seen; they fit in better with the 
continuous flow of sharp-edged extract« 
from days full of surprising sights and 
sounds, caught and recorded while the 
memory was still hot with the thrill of

AN IRISH DRAMATIST. 
PLAYS BY MR. T. C. MURRAY. 


HE republication of Mr. T. OC. 

Murray’s three plays, “ Spring, 
and ‘The Briery 
Gap,’’is welcome. They were published

Murray surprised us with “ Birthright,’ 
instantly winning .a place among the 
Classics of the Irish theatre.

and the other a true adscript of the soil, 
resentment «issues in the. final 
tragedy—was true in its character-draw- 
ing and its “ local eolour,” with a finished 
artist’s fidelity. We felt, as we saw it, 


its beauty and its grimness, its dreams 
and its sorrows, drawn with faithful 
observance, and with artistic economy. 
Mr. Murray never looked back. In every 
succeeding play from his pen—whether it 
was the terrible ‘‘ Maurice Harte" 
(formerly called ‘‘The Levite’’) which 
depicts, with Greek ruthlessness, the 
mental ruin of a mind set to a task beyond 
it, or “” Autumn Fire,” that grave picture 
of domestic drama in the countryside he 
knows so well—the playwright worked with 
a firm hand. Always he used the 
resources of the stage as surely as the 
resources of language, and set an example 
—seldom enough followed—in careful art. 
His plays will live when others that have

caused more excitement by flashy qualities 
have been forgotten, because their classic 
thoroughness and finish will keep these 
pictures of passionate rural Ireland 
always fresh—always, as it were, the last 
word upon their themes. 

Mr. Murray has but a sparing vein of 
humour, andi his sombre art is not un- 
failingly ent&actaining. His book is not 
one to take up wet random for an hour’s 
umusement. There are no purple passages 
in. his writing. His dialect is racy, but 
never fantastic. He has none of Synge’s 
grotesque unreality. Only a few readers, 
perhaps, will guess what artistic pains 
have gone to the restraint that subdues 
every sentence to the march of the 
tragic theme. ‘‘ Sovereign Love,” per- 
haps, because it touches lighter notes, is 
the piece most often produced on the 
Abbey boards; but ‘‘Spring’’ is almost 
the dramatist’s most serious work.

UNCLERICAL MEMOIRS.

ERE is a rambling book of recollec- 
tions dealing with a clergyman’s 
experiences in England, Bermuda and 
British Guiana. The first chapters have 
a certain historical sequence, contain 
some amusing stories, and are by far the 
best part of the book. Later the author 
takes to meandering hither anÁá thither, 
among controversies ecclesiastical and 
political, to London in the ’seventies, to 
Cambridge, to the States, and ends up 
with the Wakeford case. 

The writer can make an incident live, 
but his eagerness to show how unclerical 
he can be muddles his sense of values. 
Coarseness may be uncl6érical, but it is not 
necessarily humorous, A “damn ” from 
a bishop or a “hell” from a rector is not 
sufficient in itself to make a good story. 
An intimate knowledge of wines may not 
be unclerical, but it is not a subject about 
which men are inclined to boast, unless 
they are very young bloods indeed. 

Mr. Goldring’s criticism of men and 
movements suffers, we think, from 
exaggeration. The Light and Liberty 
Movement is ‘‘of all forms of war 
hysteria perhaps the most stupid and the 
most mischievous.’’ The activities of the 
National Assembly of the Church of Eng- 
land are “about as valuable as the 
gyrations of a squirrel in a cage.” 
Possibly this is uncelerical, but it is not 
on that account the more convincing. 

Had not Mr. Goldring set. himself to 
write a very unclerical book, he would 
have written a much better book than 
this.

The ew deep water berth wharf and railway 
sidings at Alexandra Basin had been com- 
pleted. There berthage was available at 
low tide for vessels drawing up to 35 feet. 
So far the ordinary berths had met the 
demands, but it was essential in view of the 
increasing draft of vessels that the berth 
referred to should be available, and it was in- 
tended, as demand increased, that the 
deepening along this wharf would be 
continued, 

The dredging had kept pace with the 
needs, and no difficulty in the navigation 
of deep water vessels had been experienced.

A NEW BUTT BRIDGE.

The annual esmmat: and demand was . 
sented to the Beast Board of G 
yesterday. The Clerk stated that the general 
charges under the various heads of account 
amounted to £176,830, and for repayment of 
loans, £7,170, making the total charges fér 
all purposes £184,000. At 3lst March next 
the debit balance was estimated at £8,260, 
which, added to the expenditure, would make 
the total liabilities £192,280. The revenue 
from all sources, other than councils, for the 
period amounted to £6,850, thus leaving the 
nett amount of the demand from the county 
councils, to make provision for all present 
commitments, £185,430.

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COUNTY CORK RATES. 
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EXTENSICN OF COLLECTORS' 
TIME. 

At the meeting of the Cork County 
Council yesterday, the Secretary called atten- 
tion to the Council's resolution, which pro- 
vides that rate collectors who have failed to 
lodge 80 per cent. of the first moiety, of their 
rates before December ól should be automati- 
cally suspended, He said that the Finance 
Committee had decided that this - regulation 
would be unworkable, and had adjourned its 
consideration of the subject. The total col- 
lection was £8,783 for the fortnight between 
the two meetings. Since then £2,566 had 
been collected, bringing the total to £11,000. 
The total received to date was £190,000. Of 
the first moiety, . £46,503 was outstanding, 
and of the second, £23,000 had been collected, 
leaving a balance of £152,000 outstanding. 

Mr. O’Donovan asked why the order to 
suspend collectors had not been carried out. 

The Chairman replied that the Committee 
found it impossible. The meeting considered 
that it would put a stop to the collecting 
of money altogether at a time when it was 
badly wanted. The present position was 
very serious. 

Mr. Murphy said that it appeared that 
seventeen collectors would have come under 
the suspension order at the last meeting. 

The Chairman said that the number was 
now reduced to eight. 

Mr. Ryan proposed, and it was seconded 
by Mr. J. Daly, and agreed, that the collec- 
tors should get till 1st February to comply 
with the order of the Council.

inpitations to all who were supporters of an 
Irish Ireland, The Gaeltacht was the foun- 
dation of an Irish-speaking nation, and it 
was no wonder, therefore, that they feared 
at its decay. They should strongly urge the 
Government to put the report of the Gael- 
tacht Commission into operation. 

Canon Murray, P.P., Abbeyfeale, proposed 
that as the national ideal cannot be fully 


realised until Ireland is again Irish-speaking, 
it is a most urgent duty of the nation to 
foster and preserve in the Gaeltacht the true 
and only fountain head of the tradition 
necessary for the résuscitation of the national 
language. He said that if ever Ireland was 
to flourish in national individualism it would 
only be on its own national language. ‘The 
nation that lost its’ language lost its hold on 
its historic past, and lost its ow: soul. From 
what they could gather the Gaeltacht ap- 
peared to be approaching extinction through 
the death of the old people and the emigra- 
tion of the young, and it was vitally neces- 
sary that the report of the Commission should 
be enferced. 

Mrs. O'Donovan seconded the resolution, 
and it was supported by Senator Bennett, 
who promised his support in seeing that the 
recommendations of the Commission were 
enforced. 

The resolution was adopted. 


The Rev. Michael Hayes, P.P., Stonehall, 
proposed that the salvation of the Gaeltacht 
was dependent on the putting into immediate 
effect the linguistic and economic recommen- 
dations of the Gaeltacht Commission. He 
said the loss of the Gaeltacht to national 
Ireland would be far greater than the loss of 


the six counties. 


Mr. Sean T. Nolan, T.D., seconded the 
resolution, and it was supported by Mr. P. 
J. Walsh, and passed. 

_The Mayor of Limerick proposed a resolu- 
tion, calling on all public bodies to co-operate 
actively in furthering the cause of the Gael- 


tacht, 'Fhe Rev. Father O’Donohue, §.J., 
seconded, and Mr. W: P. Clifford supported 


the resolution, and it was passed.

An action was heard in which Surgeon 
Denis Kennedy, of 68 Merrion sguare, Dublin, 
claimed £1,468 from Richard Ganly, of 6 
Palmerston villas, cattle salesman, and 
Francis Rooney, of 3 Fontenoy street, com- 
mercial clerk, as executors of the will of 
Susan Fay, deceased, for work done and 
services rendered by the plajutiff as a medical’ 
ractitioner for the deceased, a widow, who 

ad resided at 34 Park avenue, Sandymount. 
The defendants pleaded that the plaintiff 
did not rénder the services alleged, and said 
that the fees charged were not agreed fees, 
and they were exorbitant and unfair. While 


“denying any liability, the defendauts brought 


into court the sum of £526, which they said 
was sufficient to satisfy plaintiff’s claim. 
Mr. P. Lynch, K.C., Mr. W. G. Shannon,’ 


K.C., and Mr. T. G. Marnan (instructed by: 


Messrs. A. Cox and Co.) appeared for the 
laintiff; and Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C.. 
fr. James Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr, Felix 
Sherry (instructed by Mr. James Fagan) for 
the defendants. | 

Mr. Louis O'Doherty (instructed by Mr. 
J. H. Dixon) held a watching brief on behalf 
of another creditor of the estate. 

The deceased, it appeared, was operated 
upon several times by the plaintiff, and other- 
wise attended at a private hospital and at 
her own residence before her death. 

The plaintiff gave evidence and outlined 
the nature of the operations and his  sub- 
sequent work for the deceased in hospital and 
at her home. He said that. his charges were 
reasonable. If she had been a very wealthy 
woman, he might have charged more. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
he never brought a patient into court. Asked 
what was the top fee that he had ever re- 
ceived for an abdominal. overation, he replied 
that he once received 400 guimeas for an 
operation and attendance in hospital after- 
wards. A hundred guimeas was not an 
exorbitant fee for an abdominal operation if 
the patient. was fairly well off. He was in 
attendance on this lady for nearly two years 
He never sent his account to the deceased, as 
she never asked for it, but she said his fees 
would be all right. 

My. Fitzgerald—Did you communicate with 
the Archbishop of Dublin complaining of the 
defence of this action by the executors on the 
ground that it would depreciate the estate?’ 

“Witness—l wrote to the Archbishop merely 
to justify myself. I did not want to take 
action without justifying myself. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Are there 
bequests? 

Mr. Fitzgerald—Yes. 

Surgeon McArdle was examined, and said 
that the usual fee for operations of this kind 
was 100 guineas, but it was not the maximum 
fee, He would not like to take it at 
anvthing less than Mr. Kennedy took, 

The witness said that he had performed 
2,000 operations similar to this one. He 
had received payment for about 25 per cent. 
of them. His minimum fee for such an 
operation was 50 guineas. 

Surgeon Maunsell] said that these were good, 
full fees, but certainly, not excessive. 

Asked if it was not usual to send a bill 
before the patient died, witness said that in 
some cases it was kind not to do so. 


THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, for the executors, 
they had found it impossible to 
Court the expert evidence that was expected 
Notwithstanding every effort by the executors 
and their solicitors to procure the attendance 
of a surgeon in Dublin or Belfast, not one 
of them could be got who would go into 
the box and tell the’ Court what, in their 
opinion, was the value of plaintiff’s services. 
The plaintiff's income in fees from this 
patient worked out at practically £1,000 a 
year. The executors had met the demand 
by -bringing into court: a substantial ‘sam:

In giving judgment for plaintiff. for the 
sum of £680 and costs, Mr. Justice. Hanna 
said that he was bound to take into’ con- 
sideration that the plaintiff was in the first 
rank, and exercised the very highest degree 
of surgical skill. He was also bound to con: 
sider the position in which Mrs. Fay was. 
She was a laay who had come into the bulk 
of her estate through a second. marriage, 
and lived in moderate circumstances in 
Sandymount. He had nothing but com- 
mendation for the executors, who, when 
faced with a claim which they thought 
exaggerated, submitted to the Court. That 
was the best way for executors to protect 
themselves from criticism; and equally Mr. 
Kennedy had no alternative but to come into 
court. The amount might have been left to 
some eminent surgeon, but it was equally 
possible that it would be difficult to get a 
medical man to decide as between a col- 
league and an outsider. He was not inclined 
to cheesepare with Mr. Kennedy, and, accord- 
ingly, in respect to the first three operations, 
he awarded the fees of £100 for the first 
operation, £75 for the second and £50 for the 
third. It had been argued that the attend- 
ance after operations should be complimen- 
tary, but, having regard to the evidence, his 
lordship thought that there was a good deal 
more to be done than mere normal attend- 
ance and examination. Attendance would 
be covered by £75 in respect of the first 
three operations. There were six minor 
operations, for which he awarded £15 each; 
for attendance during four months, £40; 
attendance at deceased woman’s residence at 
Sandymount during seven months, £100; for 
the Leeson street Home operation, £75, and 
treatment and attendance £50, and to cover 
general attendance £25.

work for the greatest good of the greatest 
number, and in any case it is, as we 
think, inevitable. The fact that rich 


patients rarely dispute a doctor’s bill is 
proof of the profession’s generally high 
standards of honour and equity. Its day- 
long and night-long services to the poor 
are splendidly notorious. How many 
members of the large class that ‘‘ keeps up 
appearances’? on exiguous incomes have 
not found the doctor, famous or obscure, 
ready to adjust his bill to their financial 
need? For one occasion when a great 
surgeon or physician makes a mental 
calculation of a rich man’s bank account 
and fixes his fee accordingly, there are 
fifty occasions when he says bluntly to 
some struggling citizen, ‘‘ How much can 
you afford to pay ?’’ and deducts a generous 
percentage from the reply. Hard-headed 
men may say: “ There ought to be no un- 
certainty about a doctor’s fees. The cost of 
the various examinations and operations 
ought to be standardised. He ought to 
submit his bills punctually and to take 
legal action promptly against defaulting 
patients.”” The answer to such criticism 
is twofold. Doctors cannot ;be business 
men in the strict sense because their deal- 
ings are not with discounts or per- 
centages but with the agonies of the body 
and the profoundest distresses of the 
mind. They cannot standardise their 
charges because there are certain things 
in life which cannot be ticketed like silk 
stockings; and among such things is the 
professional skill whish is the result of 
aptitude, study and practice, and 
sometimes of that indefinable quality that 
we call genius. . Where the highest. skill 
exists rich people will.compete for it at a 
high figure. Moreover, since human nature 
is what it is, these rewards, financial and 
social, are a powerful stimulus to the 
pursuit of excellence; and the whole com- 
munity benefits thereby. Thus the present 
economics of medicine seem to be inevit- 
able, and the time to indict them will 
come only when anybody can prove that 
the poor patient suffers because the rich 
patient pays big fees.

Elizabethan Journalism. 


In those spacious days when Drake 
circumnavigated the globe and singed the 


King of Spain’s beard, when Shake- 
speare’s plays saw their first neghts, 
when Shane O'Neill, in saffron kilts, 


strode to Elizabeth’s Court, and when 
the peril of the Armada loomed up and 
passed and was scattered upon stormy 
seas—there were no newspapers. No 
‘‘ribbon heading ’’ announced the murder 
of Amy Robsart; no reviewer slashed the 
false English of the “ Faerie Queene ” ; 
no descriptive writer dealt to the multi- 
tude pen pictures of Mary Stuart's 
execution. Nevertheless, a. lecturer at 
King’s College, London, has read a paper 
on ‘‘ Elizabethan Journalism.”’ If there 
were no newspapers in Elizabeth’s day, 
the fiye chief functions of journalism, he 
said, ‘were performed by other agencies. 
Those functions he described as the dis- 
tribution and discussion of news, the ex- 
pression of public opinion, the exposure 
of abuses and the prognostication of 
events. In Elizabethan days the State 
intelligence system was organised with 
wonderful thoroughness. Things whispered 
in .Paris. or rumoured in . Edinburgh. 
reached Burleigh’s ears with instant 
rapidity. Travellers’ tales and: com- 
mercial letters were circulated at centres 
of gossip ah London, such as the Inns of 
Court, the centre aisle of St. Paul’s, 
taverns and the Exchange. The Govern- 
ment printed its own version of affairs, 
and murders were chronicled in  broad- 
sheets, ballads and pamphlets. Sir Philip 
Sidney was banished from Court for the 
publishing of criticisms, and smaller folk 
had their hands cut off for like offences. 
Poets and dramatists created a literature 
of double meaning, wherein persons and | 
policies. were discussed under thin di 

guise. Pamphileteers assailed abuses, a

Perhaps, no finer means 
cbuld be found to commemorate the fallen 
sons of Venice in the architecture of the 
city than this proposal; for no object of 
moderate size ceuld be so conspicuous as 
a bridge. Lifted above water, a bridge is 
a unit that commands the eye, whether 
from another bridge, from the banks of 
the waterway, or from floating craft. The 
pylons offer the artist opportunity for im- 
pressive symbolism, and the curve and 
parapet means of bold and graceful design. 
In a splendid volume entitled ‘‘The 
Bridge,” which we reviewed last October, 
Mr. Frank Brangwyn’s pencil depicted 
scores of bridges, ancient and modern, all 
things of diversified beauty. Dublin, like 
Venice, has need of new bridges. The 
railway bridge that obscures the Custom 
House is the most hideous eyesore of the 
city after the slums. A proposal of the 
City Commissioners to widen Butt Bridge 
ignores the dity’s vital need of a 
bridge eastward of the Custom House, 
linking wamiens: street and Westland row. 
Years ago beautiful plans were proposed 
for a bridge at the present site of the 
Metal Bridge, which should house a 
municipal gallery and enrich Dublin with 
a pontine novelty. 


MR. WINSTON CHURCHILL

SIR ALFRED HASLAM. 

Sir Alfred Seale Haslam, principal pro- 
prietor of the Haslam Engineering Company, 
was found dead at the St. Pancras Hotel, 
London, yesterday morning. Born in 1844, 
Sir Alfred was trained as an engineer at the 
Midland Railway Works, Derby, and after- 
wards under Messrs. L. 8. Armstrong and 
Co. In 1868 he founded the Has! m 
Engineering Company. Sir Alfred was the 
first man to invent, manufacture and fit 
machinery and cold chambers ashore and 
aboard ship, and to fit up refrigerating plant 
in the Colonies, by means of which a vast 
business in the transport and preservation of 
perishable food has been developed. He was 
Mayor of Derby from 1890 to 1891, and re- 
ceived Queen Victoria when she paid ber 
State visit to that town.. He gave to the 
nation statues of the late Queen Victovia, 
which were erceted in. London and at New- 
castle-under-Lyme and -Derby. Sir Alfred 
had been Mayor of Newcastle-under-Lyme, 
and had represented it as Liberal’ Unionist 
in Parliament.

"TELEPHONE MILESTONES, 


BRITAIN STILL INFERIOR TO 
ICELAND. 


Figures issued this week show that two 
milestones were passed in inland telephony in 
Great Britain in 1926, the jubilee year of the 
telephone. In the London area the half- 
million mark was reached in July, and the 
occasion was duly celebrated by installing 
the ‘‘500,000th telephone “” in the House of 
Commons. i 

For the country at large the million and a 
half figure has been passed. The official total 
Is 1,507,000. representing an increase in the 
year of 145,000—the largest increase yet re- 
corded—or 10.8 per cent. There is thus now 
one telephone to every 29 persons, which 
leaves Britain still inferior to Iceland, with 
its one telephone to 26 persons. .

WHAT IS AT STAKE. 


THE VALUE OF FOREIGN 
PROPERTY IN CHINA. 


From ' Tug Times’? CorResPonDENT. 
PEKING, Thursday. 

As was inevitable, the situation at 
Hankow is having its due effect elsewhere. 
There is a movement here to press the 
interested Powers to surrender the control 
of the British, French, Italian ' and 
the 
aggregate value of which is nearly double 
that of the Hankow Concessions. 

The official Chinese view is that the 
North is acting fairly to the foreigners by 
suppressing Bolshevism and anti-foreign 
agitation, and—except as regards the 
shabby treatment of Belgium-~by recog- 
nising the treaties as valid until they are 
revised by agreement. | 


PEKING’S ARGUMENT. 

The abrupt methods of the Cantonese at 
Hankow and Kiukiang are highly dis- 
approved, but it is strongly urged that the 
foreigner has a unique opportunity of 
doing the graceful thing by voluntarily 
handing over the Tientsin Concessions, 
which the Peking Government are too con- 
tiderate to take by force. 

The argument. is clinched by the point 
that the North cannot afford to lag behind 
the South in a patriotic effort to rehabill- 
tate the State at the expense of the 
foreigner. 

Hankow, therefore, is not the only 
issue, and if the British Government sur- 
renders there, it will have to surrender at 
Tientsin, and if at Tientsin naturally at 
Shanghai also ; for it need not be supposed 
that the politeness of the Northern mili« 
tarists will weigh in the balance when 
their reputation for patriotism is at stake. 


WORTH £200,000,000. 

If the foreigner is going to allow him- 
self to be squeezed out of the Concessions 
—the foreign property at Shanghai is sup- 
posed to be worth nearly two hundred 
million pounds—there can be no logical 
reason for retaining any degree of foreign 
control over the railways, if the Chinese 
wish to have it removed, especially as the 
foreign capital involved is @hly a paltry 
thirty million pounds. ) 

In the same categóry is the Customs 
administration, the foreign control of 
which is the security for something. under 
fiftv million pounds. 

Everything depends on Mr. O'Malley. lf 
he, personifying the British Government, 
can hold the fort, there is still hope of a 
revision of the treaties satisfactory to all 
parties; otherwise the treaties, and all 
they cover, will speedily come to naught ; 
for the process of encroachment has 
already gone.so far that it cannot be 
stayed except by a firm stand. 

It is worth while repeating that all the 
Powers are in the same boat, and if they 
cannot agree to row together, their great 
interests in this country will soon suffer 
wreckage. i

Unless 
there ix a general postponement of settle- 
ment day, economic relations will be up- 
set everywhere in the Yangtsze ‘Valley, 
and particularly at Shanghai, which pro- 
vides credits for the whole region. 

The closing .of the foreign banks has 
the effect of an economic boycott >f the

A strong bid for active participation in 
the development of the Fascist State is 
made through the Unita Cattolica of, 
Florence. This Catholic organ of the 
Azzione Cattolica group, which includes all 
Catholic societies for the education of 
Italian youths, declares that the Church 
of Rome has the machinery for the estab- 
lishment of a real state of co-operation 
among all classes of society. 

“ The Fascist Party, by adhering to the 
principles and practice of the Catholic 
Church in the matter of social and economic 
relations, can really do away with the bane 
of class war,” declares. the newspaper. . 

“After all, it is only a question of realising 
and recognising that only moral power can 
bring about social peace. | 
“Tt is the duty of the Fascist Party to 
decide whether the Catholics of Italy must 
wait for the results of the State’s syndicalist 
experiment, or take up an active part in the 
establishment of a social and economic peace. 

“We believe that the responsible men of 
the party will carry out the programme in 
such a way as to make it possible for us to 
co-operate with them in the establishment of 
a corporative State; but this cannot be done 
unless the Azzione Cattolica and the party 
are acting together.”’ 


THE POPE’S VIEW. 


This open bid for participation of the 
Catholics in the organisation of the Fascist 
State is made in an attempt te save the 
position of the Catholics, who would other- 
wise be faced with the necessity of with- 
drawing from the activities of the 
Government in the organisation of 
corporations, or of disobeying the Papal 
allocution, - which. declared that the 
corporative State was not acceptable to 
Catholics, being contrary to the principles 
of the Church. 

The Pope made it clear that he does not 
believe that the individual should be 
suppressed for the benefit of the State, 
and declared that individual responsibility 
of action is to be respected when exer- 
cised within legal limits, and in observ- 
ance of the moral law. 

Fascist newspapers are entirely quiet on 
the subject of this important Papal 
doctrine, but the Pontiff’s words have 
created a sensation among the rank and 
file of the party, which numbers many 
practising Catholics. 


THE STATE FIRST. 


With the Fascist’ position consolidated. 
it is the intention of the Government to 
introduce and carry out its long-planned 
reforms affecting every relation of. in- 
dividuals to one:another, and of the citizen 
to the State. 

The rest of the world probably has not 
realised how revolutionary these -reforms 
will be. 

Fascism, as it is developing in these 
first weeks of the new year, is the direct 
antithesis. of individualism, on. which 
civilisation as well as the Catholic Church 
is based. Every element of the State must 
be applied directly to furthering the in- 
terests of the State. 

It is on these reforms of a revolutionary 
nature that the Catholics and the Fascists 
clash. The Catholics who had a large 
share in the education of Italian youth for 
centuries, do not intend to give up this 
privilege without a struggle. Neither the 
Church nor the party can afford a struggle 
at this time. 


JAPAN’S NEW SHIPS.

£25.000,000 NAVAL 
PROGRAMME. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
TOKIO, Thursday. 

Japan is steadily forging ahead with 
her naval programme. 

In the face of vigorous opposition the 
Tokio Naval Department has induced the 
Cabinet to include in the Budget to come 
before the Diet this month an item of 
129,000,000 dollars to cover an auxiliary 
replacement programme, to extend over 
five years. 

The Navy originally demanded 142,000,000 
dollars to be expénded in four years, the 
shorter period being urged in order that 
Japan’s naval construction yards might 
be clear of auxiliary construction by the 
time that the terms of the Washington 
naval agreement permit of the laying 
down of capital ships in a major replace- 
ment scheme. 

Revising its programme to fit the reduced 
estimates, the Japanese Navy plans to 
retire 4 cruisers, 28 destroyers, 14 sub- 
marines, 3 special service boats, and 3 
river gunboats, to be replaced by: 

4 10,000-ton cruisers, 
20 destroyers, : 


5 submarines, and 
2 gunboats, 


a decrease of 21 ships; but an increase of 
10,000 tons. The cruisers are estimated 
to cost 13,500,000 dollars each. - 

At present Japan has under construc- 
tion, or ready for commissioning, 2 air 
craft. carriers, totalling 55,800 tons; 7 
cruisers, totalling 61,300 tons; 10 de- 
stroyers, totalling 14,700 tons; and 14 
submarines, with a total of 17,600 tons. 

Appropriations have also been voted for 
eight more destroyers, totalling 12,600 
tons; and ten submarines, with a total of 


13,300 tons.

CURIOUS REACTIONS. TO 
MR. KELLOGG’S SPEECH.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 


The effect on Congress of a prepared 
statement. in regard to Soviet designs in 
this hemisphere, which was given out after 
the conference of the Secretary .of State, 
Mr. Kellogg, with the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee yesterday, has been 
curious. 

It has not affected those who had 
already been open critics of the Adminis- 
tration like Senator Borah (Idaho) and 
Senator Wheeler of Montana, and they 
will not hesitate. to point out that it fails 
to bring the charge of “ Bolshevism ” 
home to the Mexican Government. 

Others who are not yet committed, how- 
ever, it has made cautious, and this for 
purely political reasons. 

The summary treatment of the Roman 
Catholic Church by President Calles had 
been openly approved by the rabid 
elements of the Ku Klux Klan, and—there 
is no doubt of it—has been regarded with 
a certain sympathy by evangelical Pro- 
testant opinion. 

This it was that made it difficult for the 
Administration to take any step which 
would show open reprobation of anti- 
clericalism, and which roused the resent- 
ment among Roman Catholics, which is 
popularly supposed to have had an effect 
on the election returns in Massachusetts 
and Maryland. 

Anti-clericalism, nevertheless, is 
thing, and anti-clericalism as a by-product 
of Bolshevism is quite another. 

Senators and others, whether Democrats 
or Independents, who are anxious to 
attack President Coolidge and Mr. 
Kellogg, will have to be surer of their 
ground than they are at present before 
they speak vigorously. 

There is to be a speech from Senator 
Borah to-day, and there have already been 
scornful references to the excessive ner- 
vousness of the Administration in Opposi- 
tion newspapers; but the general result, 
so far as the United States is concerned, 
is to leave matters where they were. 

Elsewhere in this hemisphere the effect 
of Mr. Kellogg’s statement will, if Latin- 
Americans who reside in Washington are 
trustworthy judges, be an increase of Soviet 
influence There is renewed talk of recog- 
nition of Moscow by ‘certain countries 
where the offer of trade to be done with 
Russia has a strong appeal, and where 
the certainty that in this way the United 
States might be given cause of annoyance 
is almost gleefully considered. 


REIGN OF PEACE WANTED. | 


From REvTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Senator Borah was on the warpath again 
to-day, when he launched from the floor 
of the Senate a full-dress attack against 
the Government's policy in Nicaragua. 

Dissatisfied with the explanation of 
policy contained in President Coolidge’s 
special Message to Congress on Monday, 
and unconvinced by the evidence sub- 
mitted to the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee yesterday by Mr. Kellogg, the 
Secretary for State, Mr. Borah expressed 
to his colleagues in characteristically 
vigorous terms his disagreement with the 
course to which the United States Govern- 
ment had committed itself. 

Senator Borah urged the Administration 
to abandon the use of force in its dealings 
with Central America, and to inaugurate 
instead a reign of peace. 

He recommended the immediate holding 
of a popular. -Presidential election. in 
Nicaragua, and also suggested that the 
dispute over the new Mexican land and 
petroleum laws should be submitted to 
arbitration. : 

“Tf we are going to intervene in 
Nicaragua it does seem to me that we 
should prop up and support the wishes of 
the people of Nicaragua,’’ continued 
Senator Borah. 

He claimed that the Administraton of 
President Diaz—the Conservative leader— 
was maintained to-day, as in 1912, by 
force of American arms, and that the 
Loan and Canal Treaties being negotiated 
with him were really being negotiated 
“with ourselves.”’ : 

He declared that at least the Loan 
Treaty was obnoxious to the Nicaraguans, 
and dismissed the United States Govern- 
ment’s plea that it was upholding the 
Monroe Doctrine, denying that this was 
not even involved. 

“There are no. foreign fangs now 
jeopardising American rights or interests 
in the Western Hemisphere,’’ he declared.

NEW RAILWAY RATES. 


AMOUNT OF THE INCREASE. 

The Times draws attention to the fact 
that the official notice published to-day 
shows that higher rates for the carriage of 
certain goods on the yailways which have 
been approved provisionally by the Rail- 
way Rates Tribunal have been scheduled 
by the companies in an order which will 
come into operation on February Ist. In 
effect, the journal points out, the increase 
will add 64 per cent. to the present rates, 
and remarks: “ However much this course 
may be regretted, there can be no reason- 
able doubt about its necessity.”

FURTHER INCREASE IN 
SHEFFIELD. 


Thirty-three’ further cases of smallpox 
were reported in Sheffield yesterday, 
bringing the number of cases reported 
since Sunday to 120. The Public Health 
Committee made a comprehensive survey 
of the position yesterday, and the Chair- 
man afterwards announced that, so far as 
was humanly possible, the Committee had 
taken suitable steps to meet any likely 
contingency. It’ is not intended to close 
the schools, but all tramway cars and 
‘buses and public buildings are to be dis- 
infected. The Guardians are taking 
similar precautions at out-relief stations. 

The Medical] Officer for Southport yes- 
terday reported that ten cases of smallpox 
had occurred in the borough. 


REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S RETURN. 

According to the Registrar-General’s 
return, 412 cases of smallpox were notified 
last week, including 284 in the County of 
Durham and 91 in the West Riding, but 
no death was reported. : 

There were 24 cases of infantile 
paralysis in England and Wales last 
week. Influenza claimed an _ increased 
number of victims—172 deaths being 
recorded, the highest since the week ending 
last November 13, when the deaths 
numbered 100. In London. alone there 
wete 72 fatal cases. |

TRADE UNIONISTS’S 
'. DECISION: ~ 
Meee 
BRITISH PROPOSAI, ~ 
DEFEATED. 
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From “ Tue Trmes ” CORRESPONDENT. 
AMSTERDAM,. Thursday. 
The Council of the International 
Federation of Trade Unions to-day dis- 
posed decisively, and, indeed, summarily, 
of the proposal by*the British representa . 
tives for an unconditional conference on 
unity with the Russian unions. « 
The British representatives had not ex- 
pected their motion to be carried. The 
soundings that had been made of the 


opinions of the other delegates forewarned 


them of the result, but they had not anti- 
cipated that the Council, in effect, would 
say that’ it was not worth while to re- 
weigh the arguments for and against. 

There was little doubt that the represen- 
tatives of the other unions had come to 
the conclusion that recent events in Eng- 
land in connection with the Miners’ and 
the Russian unions were a real answer to 
the British argument, but they wefe too 
polite to say so. Rightly or wrongly, 
they were of opinion that the British reso- 
lution was brought forward rather as a 
matter of form, and that the conviction 


behind it had become decidedly less. 
DECISIVE REJECTION. 


The British proposal has, therefore, been 
rejected as decisively as that of fourteen 
months ago, and to-day there is not the 
daunger which there was then that the 
British unions might be induced by their 
commitments to the Russian unionists to 
attempt on their own initiative to bring 
about a munity conference. 

The matter will now rest, at least, until 
the Triennial Conference of the Inter- 
national, whica is to be held in Paris 
during the summer. Whether the ques- 
tion will arise then. may be -known. to-. 
morrow, when the Council will consider 
the conference agenda.—(Per Press Asso- 
clation, copyright.) 

Reuter’s Correspondent says that the 
British resolution, which was rejected by 
12 votes to 6, was as follows :—‘‘ That the 
General Council of the International 
Federation of Trade Unions, having re- 
gard to the repeated earnest requests of 
the British Trade Union Council and the 
imperative need for a united international 
trade union movement, agrees to the con- 
vening of a conference without preliminary 
conditions laid down by either side, it 
being distinctly understood that: such a 
conference would be confined to represen- 
tatives of the International\Federation of 
Trade Unions and the All-Russfan Trades 
Council.’’ | : 

The minority of six who supported the 
resolution were :—Messrs. Purcell, Hicks, 
Brown, Fimmen, Durr (Switzerland), and 
Tayerl (Czecho-Slovakia). 


SYMPATHY WITH MEXICO. 


The Council passed a resolution ex- 
pressing sympathy with the Mexican 
people, and assuring them ‘of the sup- 
port of the International organised labour 
movement in resisting acts of foreign

carried unanimously. 

The Council discussed the recent visit. of 
a trade union delegation to Mexico; under 
the leadership of Mr. Brown, and adopted, 
with only two dissentients, a resolution 
introduced by M. Wertens, the Belgian 
delegate, expressing the view that their 
discussion of this visit was not directed 
against the delegation . itself, .but the 
manner in which it was selected—namely, 
independently of the International Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions Bureau.—(Reuter.)

DISLODGED ROOF WRECKS TWO 
HOUSES. i 

An: extraordinary, accident occurred in

AMBER SET THAT WAS MADE 
FOR A MOSLEM EMPEROR. 


A chess set, composed of the most beautiful 
amber ever seen in this country, has just 
reached Bond street. 

The chess board, dated about 1650, is re- 
puted to have been made for the relaxation 
of a Moslem emperor during one of his wars, 
and the chessmen are carved to represent the 
soldiers of the two opposing armies. Both 
men and board are made entirely of amber, 
the squares being of clear and cloudy amber 
alternately; for further distinctiveness the 
clear amber squares are delicately chased 
with gold. 

“ The chess set has reached us only this 
week from a nobleman’s family in Poland, 
although we have been trying to get it for 
two years,” said a member of the firm which 
has acquired it. ‘‘An antique so perfect, 
with not a piece missing, is very unusual, and 
we shall prebably not keep it long.

Sir,—It seems to be taken for granted by 
the Rev. G. Nuttall-Smith that James Wolfe 
was born in England. I beg to draw 
attention to the fact that there is some doubt 
as to Westerham, Kent, being his birth- 
place. “ Lewis's Topographical Dictionary, 
in. the article on the old parish of Kil- 
macanogue, states that ' General Wolfe was 
born at Kilmurray in this parish.’’ The 
present occupier of Kilmurray House showed 
to me the room in which he was born, and 
the late Colonel D’Oyly-Battley informed m2 
that there is a persistent local tradition that 
Wolfe was born there. 

Against. all that there is the fact, stated 
by the “ Dictionary of National Biography, 
that he was baptized ‘in Westerham Church 
and that the entry of his baptism can be seen 
ui the register of that church; but that entry 
is not necessarily conclusive, at least in the 
case of Protestants. It is quite possible that 
a Protestant born in one country might be 
baptized in another country. ‘* Cooper’ s 
Biographical Dictionary ” states that Wolfe 
was born at Westerham, on the 15th January, 
1726. Possibly. that date is given even in. 
the register, but the register does not usually 
state the place of birth, The im nt 
fact, therefore, is the date of the baptism.

SCHOOLGIRL’S EVIDENCE | 


AT INQUEST.

The inquest on the body of John Alfred 
Brown, a boy who was bitten by an 
Alsatian dog and died afterwards in the 
Middlesex Hospital, was adjourned at Mary- 
lebone (London) yesterday after evidence 
had been taken from a number of witnesses 
by the Coroner, Mr. H. Oswald. 

The dog was the property of Madame 
Julien, who resides at Ethelstone Cottage, 
and is a breeder of Alsatians. 

With some companions the boy was play- 
ing in a meadow where Madame Julian was 
exercising two Alsatians in company with a 
friend, who had three more. One of the 
dogs had scratched a large hole in the hedge 
alongside which the bovs Were passing. a 
watched the dogs through the hole, and it 
was then that one of the Alsatians. sprang 
forward, knocked Brown over, and bit him 
severely on the leg. | i : 

Mr. John Brown, the boy's father, said 
that his son had been in hospital for Bright's 


| disease for six months, but had recovered. 


After his son had been bitten by the dog 
he was taken to a doctor, who stitched the 
wound.. The witness informed a policeman. 
and they visited Madame Julian. She said 
that she had been exercising the dogs to take 
the spirit out of them. 

The witness added that on the Saturday 
following the boy was séized with spasms and 
became black in the face and had to struggle 
for breath. He, however, got over that 
attack. The boy complained of pains about 
the jaw and in his back. The boy died of

GUARDIANS AND A COMPLAINT.

Mr. E. K. S. Roberts, workhouse master, 
said that Hampey and bis wife were in the 
union during November and December last 
and gave a lot of trouble by insisting on 
seeing each other at al] times and places. He 
had to threaten to have the woman prosecuted 
for going to the male side of the house, and 
on another occasion the matron had to order 
her out of the men's ai hall from among 
the men. He emphatically denied that he 
ordered the family away on their last visit 
and was surprised when the porter informed 
him that they had left. No destitute family 
would be ordered away under any circum- 
stances.
